CHAIRMAN JONES'S LAST FLING AT THE “MONEY POWER.” 


The Democratic Manager Says

JONES KNUCKLES UNDER. 


Admits Bryan’s Defeat—Final Whack 
at the "Money Powers.”’ 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRES? WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—Chairman Jones 
issued the following statement tonight: 

“The result of the Presidential elec- 
tion is apparently no longer in doubt. 
It has been one of the closest contests 
tha:t' the people have been called on to 
determine in recent years. We have 
claimed the election on our advices 
from States that were admittedly in 
doubt, in which we knew there had 
been many frauds, and trom which 
there were evidences of tampering with 
the returns. It seems now to be appar- 
ent that Bryan, after making the most 
brilliant campaign in the history of 
our country, and having carried most of 
the States claimed to be doubtful, has 


not carried enough ‘to assure his suc- 


cess in the electoral college. 

“Bryan electors have been chosen 
from all of the States south of the Po- 
tomac and the Ohio, except West Vir- 
ginia, and all those west of the Mis- 
souri except California and Oregon. He 
has 190 electoral votes, and this num- 
ber may be increased by final returns 
from States yet in question. He has 
not obtained enough votes to carry the 
electoral college. 

“Thus this remarkable campaign 
closes with the election of William Mc- 
Kinley. The result was brought about 
by every kind of coercion and intimi- 
dation on the part of the money power, 
including threats of lockouts and dis- 
missals and impending starvation; by 
the employment of by far the largest 
campaign fund ever used in this coun- 
try, and by the subornation of a large 
portion of the American press. 

“The President-elect and his party 


| are under the pledge to the American 


people to continue the gold standard, 
and by its operation to restore prosper- 
ity to this country. As Chief Executive 
Mr. McKinley will have the cordial sup- 
port of the millions of patriotic Ameri- 
eans who have cast their votes for 
William Jennings Bryan. They bow to 
the majesty of the office and abide by 
the result, with none 6f the mutterings 
that would have come from the mon- 
eyed power had it been unsuccessful. 
“They are confident the gold standard 
cannot’ give the promised prosperity, 
but will gladly welcome it if it comes.

LINCOLN (Neb.,) Nov. 5-—At 8:20 
o’clock Bryan received a message from 
Senator Jones saying that he conceded 
the election of Maj. McKinley. Bryan 
said that he also conceded the election, 
and that he would issue a statement 
tonight. 

CHANGED HIS MIND. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—12:40 a.m. A 
United Press dispatch from Lincoln, 
Neb., says Bryan announces that he 
will prepare a statement to be issued 
to the bimetallists of the country and 
will make it public before noon , to- 
fday. He did not give out one’ last 
evening as he previously expected. 

He will dwell in his message upon 
the effects of a single gold standard, 
and will urge the advocates of bimetal- 
lism to maintain their organizations 
and use the utmost endeavors in. behalf 
of this same cause until it wins at the 
polls. 

Bryan declined to outline’ his fuure 
plans, or to give his opinion as to the 
causes which led to his defeat. It 
is quite certain, however, that he will 
be tempted by none of the flattering 
offers which are coming to him to 
leave Lincoln. He will remain about 
his home for the next few weeks, re- 
cuperating, for while he is in no way 
exhausted by the duties of the cam- 
paign, he confesses to a feeling of 
languor as a result of the arduous 
labor of the past four months. _ - 

It is also believed that Bryan con- 
siders that the result of the election 
has in it much to encourage the advo- 
cates of independent action by this 
country on the question of free coinage 
of silver. Mrs. Bryan received the 
news with quite as much composure 
as did her husband. She had never 
felt. the same confidence of success 
that her husband felt, and has from 
the first, while not. without hope, been 
prepared for the news which Senator 
Jones’s brief message of: tonight 
brought. 


CUTTING OUT WORK FOR HIM-

The receipt of the telegram created 
no scene whatever, and one unac- 
quainted with the facts would never 
have suspected from the surface indi- 
cations the importance of the occasion, 
or that the chief actor in the demand 
had more than a passing interest in it. 
He handed the telegram to Mrs. Bryan, 
who was standing near him, and, with- 
out a word, except to explain the pur- 
port of the message, sat down at his 
desk and penned the telegram to Maj. 
McKinley. 


His message was first submitted to 
Mrs. Bryan and then, after being 
amended in some slight particular so 
as to conform with suggestions made 
by her, was given to the press. While 
writing the message, and after it was 
completed, Bryan chatted pleasantly 
with the newspaper correspondents 
who surrounded him, indicating by his 
manner that he felt relieved to have 
the matter definitely determined, even 
though the result was against him. 
He also showed very plainly that Sena- 
tor Jones’s message was no surprise 
to him, as it indeed was not, for, as 
those who have been in his confidence 
knew, he had _ considered the  bat- 
tle as practically lost ever since the 
first night after the election. He has, 
however, felt that it would be both 
discourteous and unwise to give -out 
any intimation to this effect until the 
National Committee had spoken. 

Bryan had announced that he would 
tomorrow issue an address, but he de- 
clined to make any statement tonight 
or to submit to an interview further 
than to say that the fight for silver 
had just begun. It is known to be his 
purpose to devote much of his time in 
the future to educating the people to 
the acceptance of his views on the 
financial question, and it is his inten- 
tion to sound the keynote in the paper 
which he will issue tomorrow. 


THE PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


He Receives a Large Number of Con- 
gratulatory Messages.

They 
cannot materially change the result, 
as their total vote in 1892 was only 4246. 
In that year these precincts gave 
Cleveland 2098, Harrison 1792, and Wea- 
ver 356, a plurality for Cleveland over 
Harrison of 306. There may be a 
slight gain for the Democrats this year, 
but it is safe to say that from the 
returns furnished by the Western 
Union telegraph that McKinley carries 
the State by at least 6000 votes. 

The Congressional situation is much 


| in doubt. So far it is known that the 
Republicans have elected three Con-. 


gressmen and the Democrats two, 
Barham in the First, Hilborn in the 
Third and Loud in the Fifth are safe 
for the Republicans, while in the Sec- 
ond and Fourth Districts the Demo- 
crats have elected De Vries and Ma- 
guire. In the Sixth and Seventh Dis- 
tricts the vote is very close and the 
official count may have to decide the 
victors.

GOLD OFFERINGS. 


Treasury Officials Regard the Fi. 
mancial Situation as Improved. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Informa- 
tion received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment shows that large amounts of 
gold are being offered at the several 
Sub-treasuries in exchange for cur- 
rency, stipulation being made as to 
legaltenders. A million dollars in gold 
was offered at Boston. The sub-treas- 
urer telegraphed the Secretary for in- 
Structions, stating the current work- 
ing force was somewhat behind, ow- 
ing to the flurry, and the payment of 
the amount of currency would leave 
the sub-treasury inconveniently shprt. 
Instructions were issued authorizing 
the acceptance of half the amount of- 
fered. 

At New York the sub-treasury, it is 
understood, has given notice they would 
receive gold today in exchange for cur- 
rency. There are about $6,400,000 as- 
say-office checks outstanding now, be- 
ing deposited for currency.

It is expected that several days 
will elapse before the officials will 
be in a position to meet all demands.

A DUKE AND AN ARCHDUCHESS 
UNITED. 


Imposing Ceremony at Vienna by 
Which a Pretender to thé Throne 
of France Was United to a 
Daughter of Archduke Josef. 
Duke of Connaught Present. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PNEsSS WIRB) 

VIENNA, Nov. 5.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.) At 11 o'clock this morning in the 
chapel of Hofburg. Louis Philippe Rob- 
ert, Duke of Orleans, pretender to the 
throne of France, was married to Arch- 
duchess Dorothea. The guests waited 
in the chapel the coming of the bridal 
couple, while Empefor Francis Joseph. 
the Queen cf Portugal, the Duke of 
Orleans, the Archduchess Maria Doro- 
thea, the members of the imperial 
house and the foreign princes waited 
in the mirror hall of the palace. At the 
signal frons the minister of ceremonies 
the cortege traversed the State apart- 
ments which were lined by the life. 
guards. to the chapel in the following 
order: 

The imperial herald, the Dridegroom, 
accompanied by the Duke of Chartres 
and the Archduke Josef, the father 
of the Archduchess Maria Dorothea, 
the bride, accompanied by the Countess 
of Paris, mother of the bridegroom; and 
the Duchess Clothilde, Emperor Francis 
Josef with the Queen of Portugal; the 
Duke of Connaught. representing Vic- 
toria; the Duchess of Aosta, the Duke 
of Aosta, representing the King of 
Italy, and the Archduchess Maria Jo- 
Ssepha; the Archduchess and foreign 
princesses, and the archduchesses and 
foreign princes. Amid a flourish of 
trumpets and the rolling of drums the 
wedding procession entered the im- 
ng chapel. where they were received 

y Cardinal Cruscha, the archbishop of 
Vienna, who sprinkled the procession 
with holy water. 

The bride and the bridegroom then 
Knelt at the prie dieu, the wedding 
rings were biessed and handed to them 
on a golden salver. After placing the 
rings on each other’s fingers, the bridal

FOUR HOLD-UPS OCCUR AT A 
LATE HOUR LAST NIGHT. 


Theodore Reneke Robbed of $45 by 
Two Highwaymen—A Hackman 
Loses 75 Cents to Another Mis- 
creant—The Police Notified. 


The footpad was abroad last night. Theo- 
dore Reneke of No. 105% North Los Angeles 
street was one of the victims.

Supposing that the man desired a 
ride he pulled up, dismounted from his seat 
and was opeaing the cab door when a gun 
was: suddeniy thrust into his face with a de- 
mand for his money. His pockets were rifled, 
but the robber secured only 75 cents. : 

Powers was completely taken by surprise 
and had no opportunity for resistance. The 
‘robber ran down Garey street. 

As soon.as his assailant gone, the hack- 
driver reported the matter to the police, but 
no arrest has yet been made. 

A third hold-up was also reported by a man 
who had been drinking fieavily. According to 
his story he was stopped by two men near 
the corncr of Aliso and Alameda streets and 
robbed of $50. He said to the police that he 
had besides $15 in his shoes which the rob- 
bers did not get. This occurre@ about 23 
o’clock this morning.

A PRACTICAL EDUCATION. 


President-elect McKinley has afforded 
the country a sublime lesson in mod- 
ern politics by the speeches made to 
visiting delegations at his home during 
the canvass. Temperate always in his 
diction, he spoke simply for the whole 
country. The historian of late days 
who comes to review his speeches in a 
spirit of calm and dispassionate criti- 
cism, will detect in them nothing of 
ingenious metaphor and very little 
rhetorical effort of any kind. He seemed 
from the very outset to realize that the 


‘greatest danger that can beset any 


candidate is that of saying things which 
have to be unsaid.. And with that fact 
in view he delivered a series of ad- 
dresses to aggregations of men repre- 
senting every financial interest and 
every mechanical vocation on the con- 
tinent, which, for simple verbiage and 
forcible logic, has never been equaled 
in the forensic annals of America. 

Of course he had a certain amount 
of technical knowledge of manufactures 
that no other previous candidate in 
either party could have summoned to 
his aid. In this essential element of 
success at this particular juncture of 
affairs, he was just as far ahead of 
Robert J. Walker and Samuel J. Ran- 
dall as they were ahead of all other 
men of their respective eras. He grew 
up in a manufacturing district that, 
for upward of half a century, had fur- 
nished a home market for the products 
of three neighboring States and en- 
riched all the neighboring farmers. 
While other boys were shooting mar- 
bles and flying kites this quiet-faced 
boy was amusing himself with object- 
lessons at the forge and the loom. And 
therefore it was that at that early age 
when the mind is wax to receive ang 
adamant to retain impressions of great 
and underlying questions of economics, 
he was acquiring all that was practical 
and useful. : 

- As literary productions his speeches 
resemble those of Mr.. Webster more 
than those of any other public man of 


of language and forcefulness of diction. 
Mr. Webster was rightfully termed “the 
great expounder of the Constitution,” 
a compliment that was yielded as grace- 
fully by his opponents as by his own 
immediate partisans. It is therefore 
no stretch of courtesy to allude to Mr. 
McKinley as the great expounder of 
American industries, for already he 
has more than earned the title. 

A crisis had arisen in America and 
the Republican party furnished the 
man for the hour in the person of Mc- 
Kinley. He found capital grown wary 
and labor sullen. To reconcile these 
two temporarily discordant elements 
was a task that, at its very outset, 
would have discouraged a man of less 
tact. But the plucky man of Canton 
was equal to the emergency and threw 
himself into the breach with a will that 
was as discreet as it was courageous. 
He pandered to no sectional prejudice, 
arrayed no conflicting interests against 
each other and preached no doctrine 
that had not been already verified by a 
nation’s progress. In all things he was 
the law-abiding.man and the man- 
loving man, the unselfish publicist who, 
at peace with his fellow-men, merely 
wanted to see all his countrymen ih 
the same healthful condition. If his 
visitors were capitalists he reminded 
them that capital is, after all, but the 
savings of labor. If they were delega- 
tions from the trades, he pointed with 
unerring finger to the historical fact 
‘that the labor of the coyntry had al- 
ways been most prosperous when the 
rights of capital had been best re- 
spected. His technical knowledge of 
manufactures made his working audi- 
tors close and attentive listeners; and 
the longer they listened, the better 
they became satisfied that his utter- 
ances were for their benefit rather than 
his own self-aggrandizement. The na- 
tion already knows the rest of ths story 
by heart. 

In all this we see the benencent 
workings of a practical education—the 
sort of education that one needs hourly 
in this work-a-day world of ours. In 
point of erudite literary education he 
probably fell below Garfield, certainly 
below Tilden and perhaps below Cleve- 
land. But in the knowledge necessary 
to enable the nation to surmount a 
great industrial crisis he towered a 
head-and-shoulders above them all. 
Mr. Lincoln was not a highly-educated 
man in the conventional sense of the 
term, yet many of his State papers 
abound with as crisp and exquisite 


the past sixty years;in their simplicity |. 


| English as can be found in the archives | 


of any nation of earth. McKinley’s 
spéechés have something of the same 
flavor, always appealing to the patriot- 
ism of the people, always full of signifi- 
cance, always delivered in good tem- 
per, and, best of all, always couched in 
language of no equivocal import. This 
is one of the most forcible examples of 
the value of a practical education that 
has been given to the world for many 
long and eventful years. . 

To sum up the great battle that has 


‘just been won upon a campaign of 


popular education, it was something 
new in the nation’s history. It was a 
business election rather than a political 
one; and McKinley, being a business 
man by his education and his early 
training in economics, became the log)- 
cal victor. All other things being equal, 
the practical quality of his education 


must have won the battle for him in 
any event. 


BETTER TIMES IN SIGHT. 


The business interests of the country 
have already felt the impetus of the 
return wave of confidence which is sure 
to follow closely upon the certainty of 
Maj. McKinley’s election to the Presi- 
dency. Gold has begun to flow into the 
treasury, instead of flowing out of it. 
Boston has demanded $1,000,000 in 
legal-tenders, in exchange for gold, 
and the demand for currency—espe- 
cially for small bills—at New York is 
even greater. Some $6,000,000 in assay- 
office checks have been deposited for 
currency at the latter city. ) 

This sudden demand for currency is 
significant. It presages the restoration 
of confidence and foreshadows a busi- 
ness revival of large proportions. The 
demand for currency of small denom- 
inations, such as will be needed in the 
ordinary transactions of retail trade, is 
heavy. The business interests of the 
country are already beginning to align 
themselves for the better times which 
are near at hand. 

With the great victory which has 
just been won for sound finance and 
sound government the tide has turned. 
It will flow onward in an ever-increas- 
ing flood from now until the day of 
President McKinley’s inauguration. 
And from that.time forward trade and 
industry will steady themselves and 
settle down into their legitimate chan- 
nels, to make the most of the better 
conditions which will prevail. Our sil- 
verite friends—those who are conscien- 
tiously solicitous for the welfare of the 
country—will be thankful that the Re- 
publican voters of the nation have 
saved them from themselves. 7

of freights. 

But it is not alone in the establish- 
ment of beet-sugar factories that Mc- 
Kinley’s -election Will be of help to 
California. The major is also a good 
friend to the Nicaragua Canal project 
and fully realizes its great importance 
as a war measure. He is a man of 
broad-gauge ideas upon all national 
measures and will be found ready and 
willing to aid any and all measures 
conducive to the development of the 
whole country, It is a fortunate thing 
for the nation in general and for the 
Pacific States in particular.

I am in favor of order. I will not vote 
for disorder. I am in favor of a Presi- 
dent who quells riots, and I will not 
vote for a President who incites riots. 
I am in favor of the right for every 
man to own as much property as he 
can honestly earn without thereby for- 
feiting the right to the protection of 
his country’s laws. I will not vote for 
a man who affects to believe that the 
ownership of private property is an 
act of public hostility.” ; 

The speech teems with utterances 
quite as forcible as the foregoing. It 
was replete with logic and full of a 
clever type of wit that was never suf- 
fered to deteriorate into buffoonery. 
Had Mr. Pipes made such a speech in 
Los Angeles as that, the people would 
have unhitched the horses from his 
carriage and drawn him home by hand. 
We shall need a visit from that gentle-

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The recent decision of Judge Sage of 
the United States court at Cincinnati 
in the bankruptcy case of the Fidelity 
National Bank of that city, is some- 
thing that will be read with interest, 
as it fully .covers the liability attach- 
ing to the elected officers of financial 
corporations. In the fore part of March, 
1887, L. H. Harper, president of the 
bank aboye referred to, without con- 
sulting his fellow-directors in the bank, 
negotiated a loan from the Chemical 
National Bank of New York, which is 
supposed to be the strongest bank in 
the United States. The loan was for 
the large sum of $300,000, and when 
the Fidelity Bank failed and went into 
liquidation, the directors denied all 
knowledge of such a loan having been 
made, Mr. Armstrong, who had been 
appointed receiver of the broken bank, 
refused ta recognize the validity of 
the loan because the trustees had not 
been consulted as to its negotiation. 

The Chemical Bank then brought 
suit to enforce the payment of the 
loan, alleging that it had been made 
upon the representation of an accred- 
ited officer of the bank, in good faith; 
and that complainant had no means of 
knowing the methods of Fidelity Bank 
through familiarity with its bylaws of 
other instruments of its government. 
The court held that the Chemical. 


‘Bank had advanced the money in good 


faith, and therefore gave a decree for 

the plaintiff, with nine years’ interest 

and costs. 
And while it at first looks like a 


hardship upon the other directors in| 


the bank, the finding is naturally a just 
one, One would suppose that the prop- 
osition to borrow so large an amount 
would have naturally incited inquiry 
into the affairs of the Fidelity Bank 
before making the loan, but that bank 
had probably been a heavy borrower 
on previous occasions, and, as it ha@ 
met all demands promptly, there were 
no suspicions attaching to the request. 
Suppose the manager of The Times 
should telegraph to a house in New 
York or San Francisco for $10,000 
worth of paper, is it at all likely that 
the paper house would stop to inquire 
whether the directors of the Times- 
Mirror Company had been consulted 
about the purchase? Not at all. The 
paper would be sent on the first out- 
going train, together with a statement 
of account, and that is all there would 
be to it. The Chemical Bank manager 
knew that Harper was president of the 
Fidelity Bank and never stopped to 
inquire whether there were any re- 
strictions upon his action or limitations 
to his powers. The decison will go 
far toward establishing a precedent of 
importance in financial circles; and, 
although the sum of money involved 
is a heavy one, yet there is little prob- 
ability that the case will be appealed, 
or reversed if appeal should be taken.

The Insurgents Find Much Encour- 
agement in the Visit of Consul 
, Bee to the United States, 


SPANIARDS IN THE CITIES.| 


THE INSURGENT LEAQER IS NOW 
IN THE PLAIN COUNTRY, 


Dynamiting Culverts on the Rail- 
roads—Pliundering Stores and 
‘Burning Houses—Spanish 
the Troops in Pursuit. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

HAVANA, Nov. 5.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) According to insurgent 
Statements the frequency of €ngage- 
ments recently fought in the province 
of Havana. are evidence of the truth 
_ Of the report that Antonio Maceo and 

Maximo Gomez are directing the forces 
under their command upon the city 
of Havana itself, with the intention of 
laying siege to it. They still insist that 
Maceo passed the military line after 
having bombarded Artemisa. As a 
matter of fact the Spanish command- 
. rs admit they are not aware of the 

whereabouts of Maceo. 

There is another feature of the sit- 
uation which is causingwthe insurgents 
considerable satisfaction and that is 
the visit of the United States Consul- 
General to the United States. They in- 
sist, in spite of all denials, that the re- 
lations between the government at 
Washington and the Spanish author- 
ities are of a decidely strained na- 
ture, and that the further interviews 
which are expected to take place be- 
tween Consul-General Lee, President 
Cleveland and Secretary Olney will 
lead to important and new departures 
in the policy on the part of the govern- 
ment. The more hot headed of the in- 
Surgents continue maintaining that the 
intervention of the United States in 
Cuba is certain before long, as the in- 
Surgents insist they have demonstrated 
their ability to maintain, for more 
than a year past, permf&nent and in- 
dependent government in Cuba, and to 
keep their large armies in the field in 
Spite of the fact that Capt.-Gen. Wey- 
ler has some 250,000 troops. They add 
that the Spanish are no longer in pos- 
session of anything more than the large 
cities of the island, and that with the 
investment of Havana, the fall of sev- 
eral of those cities would be antici- 
pated. 

MACEO DESTROYING PROPERTY. 

KEY WEST, Nov. 5.—Advices from 
Cuba give plainer descriptions of the 
movements of insurgents than can be 
sent by cable from the island. 

Antonio Maceo has moved to the plain 
country, that is to say, to the south 
coast of Pinar del Rio, with the inten- 
tion to make an attempt to pass the 
trocha, protected in the meantime, as 
he hopes, by insurgents at the rear of 
the trocha. He is at present supposed

The Consul-General testified to the 
haneful effects of that strife, which 
is now desolating the island. ‘“Busi- 
ness,”’ he said, “is paralyzed and the 
island is being gradually ruined.

DEATH OF A DIVINE. 


Rev. H. D. L. Webster Who Formerly 
Lived at San Diego. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—The Rev. H. D.* 
L. Webster has just died at his home 
in this city, in his seventy-third year. 
{For two years he has been ill with 
kidney trouble. His widow and a 
daughter, Miss Mabel Webster, and 
the son and daughter by a former 
marriage, survive him. Mr. Webster 
was born in Stamford, Ct. When 23 
years old he was ordained a minister 
in the Universalist church and for 
more than a half century he was ac- 
tively engaged in the service of his 
chosen denomination.

Virginius affair, and the Cubans accuse 
him of murdering prisoners and other 
cruelties. He entered the army in 
1868, when the ten-year war was: be- 
gun in Cuba, and was steadily pro- 
moted until he became general. Mefore 
the close of ,the warhe was Gov- 
ernor of the province of Santiago de 
Cuba, and after the revolution he was 
made Captain-General of Cuba, re- 
taining that office gntil 1892.

An Associated Press. dispatch from 
Topeka, Kan., says western railroad 
circles have a sensation in a second re- 
ceivership for the Santa Fé. The road 
and equipment in Kansas was yester- 
day afternoon placed in the control of 
Commissioner Charles F, Johnson of 
Oskaloosa, Kan. 

Judge Louis H. Myers of the First 
district yesterday afternoon at Oska- 
loosa made the appointment and or- 
dered him to take charge of the prop- 
erty of the Santa Fé Railroad Com- 
pany in Kansas. The property consists 
of nearly 500 miles of railroad, to- 
gether with shops, depots, engine- 
houses, office buildings, real estate 
and other property. 

The action which: resulted in the ap- 
pointment.of a receiver is brought un- 
der the Kansas law of 1891, which pro- 
vides that no corporation more than 
20 per cent. of whose capital stock is 
owned by aliens, shall acquire real es- 
tate in the State of Kansas, and that ff 
any real estate shall be acquired in 
violation of this statute it shall be 
forfeited to the State. 

The statute authorizes any county 
attorney to bring an action in the name 
of the State for such forfeiture and au- 
thorizes and directs the court to ap- 
point a receiver upon presentation by 
the county attorney of a verified peti- 
tion.» The statute provides that such 
real estate shall be forfeited to the 
State. 

The appointment of a receiver has 
been brought about, it is believed, by 
the men who opposed the recent reor~ 
ganization. plan of the Santa Fé. When 
the reorganization was effected a meet- 
ing was held in Topeka of the oppon- 
ents of the reorganization plan, headed 
by Henry Clews and Newman Erb, and 
they made a strong effort to prevent it. 
However, the stockholders, of whom 
P. B. Cheney, Jr., of Boston is a leader, 
secured control of a sufficient number 
of votes to carry their plan, and the 
road was reorganized in accordance 
with those plans. The anti-reorgan- 
ization men do not show their hands 
in the present litigation, but they are 
charged with being responsible for it 
by the friends of the new company and 
its officers and attorneys at Topeka. 
This action has created a great sen- 
sation in that city.

Netther Maj. McKinley nor His Wife | 


in the Saloon Business. 

The appended statements reached 
The Times too late for publication be- 
fore election day. But inasmuch as 
they are both specific and satisfactory, 
and fully refute some of the slanders 
against Mr. and Mrs. McKinley, they 
are now published as a matter of sim- 
ple justice: 


CANTON (0O.,) Oct. 29, 1896. 

To whom it may concern: Many in- 
quiries having been made as to saloon 
property in Canton in which it is 
charged that Gov. McKinley or his 
wife is interested, I have investigated 
the same as pastor of the church of 
which the Governor and his wife are 
members, and make the following 
statement: 

James Saxton, the father of Mrs Mc- 
Kinley, was the owner of considerable 
real estate in and about this city. 
Among other pieces owned by him, was 
one small three-cornered lot on South 
Market street, which, in the division of 
the property after his death, came to 
Mrs. McKinley. 

Previous to. Mr. Saxton’s death in 
1887, he had leased for a term of years 
this piece of ground to the Reyman 
Brewing Company for $75 per year, and 
upon this ground the company after- 
ward erected a building which was 
used by them as a warehouse and 
distributing agency. 

This lease expired in 1892, and the, 
agent prepared a new lease upon the 
same terms and for the same amount. 
At this time Maj. McKinley was the 
Governor of Ohio, and resided in Co- 
lumbus, 

After the renewal of the lease, the 

Reyman Brewing Company granted to 
another party the privilege of putting 
in bar fixtures, and since that time 
(1893) a saloon has been in existence 
‘there. The lease will not terminate 
until 1898, so that, until that time, the 
matter is beyond the control of Maj. 
and Mrs. McKinley. Meanwhile, the 
estate receives the small sum of $75 
per year, and no more, ground rent 
only. 
It having been charged that either 
Maj. or Mrs. McKinley is connected 
with Balser’s saloon situated within 
two blocks of their own residence, I 
inclose herewith a copy of Mrs. Balser’s 
affidavit. 

Any statement that Maj. McKinley 
has any connection with ,the liquor 
business is false. He is a member of 
our church and of its board of trus- 
tees, and his standing as a Christian 
and a temperance man is in no wise 
affected by these charges. 

I wish you might know him as his 
neighbors of a lifetime know him. His 
character is above reproach or criti- 
cism, and no man can find in his life 
anything but to admire and commend. 
The silly capaign stories are answered 
best by his own unblemished life. 

For more than twenty years before 
the people, filling high public stations, 
his whole life an open book, it is sur- 
prising that.there could be found men 
who could question his character.

the general disposal of breeding flocks,” 
with the opinion that the latter theory 
is inconsistent with the constantly-in- 
creasing number of lambs in market. It 
is quite certain that the national of- 
ficial statement is an overestimate. Mr. 
Dodge says his information is full and 
unquestionable that ewes in large num- 
bers have been fattened and sent to 
market, notably in Texas, and that 
breeding flocks have been depleted 
heavily. State official enumerations 
show this. The estimate from local re- 
turns of B. W. Snow, ex-assistant sta- 
tistician of the Department of Agricul- 
ture—a statistician of broader experi- 
ence, higher aptitude and greater suc- 
cess than any other in the fleld of sta- 
tistical investigation—is about 32,000,000, 
or 6,000,000 less than the January esti- 
mate of the Department of Agriculture. 
Mr. Dodge says his experience attests 
the remarkable facility for decrease of 
flocks where sheep husbandy is un- 
profitable, and the less sudden but 
steady increase where that industry 
has the favorable regard of stock- 


growers. 
HISTORICAL, 

In 1868, when markets were glutted 
and prices of wool low throughout the 
world, the disgust of Ohio and Michi- 
gan farmers sacrificed 4,000,000 sheep, 
and few went to meat markets, most of 
them to the rendering vats, after 
stripping off their skins. I am glad to 
see that in the present depression few

ports, as well as domestic consumption, 
have increased, Another source of loss 
has been heavy. The last census re- 
turned 2,412,276 died within the year 
from disease or stress of weather, and 
612,329 killed by dogs—of farm flocks, 
all told, over 3,000,000. The greater ratio 
of loss on ranches would swell this loss 
to 4,000,000. An increase of 25 per cent. 
from deficiency of care or greater neg- 
lect, in these times when flocks are 
deemed in some districts more a burden 


| than a blessing, would easily swell this 


loss, for a time at least, to 5,000,000 per 
annum. Now let us look at the lamb 
account, and the facilities for increase. 
In 1890, when farm flocks were reported 
35,935,364, the number of lambs dropped 
was returned at 12,623,257 or 35 per cent. 
of the number of sheep. Including range 
flocks, the total lamb crop would be 
in round numbers 15,000,000, with an 
annual loss of 4,000,000 under most fa- 
vorable circumstances, leaving possibly 
11,000,000 for slaughter, either as lambs 
or sheep, or for increase of flocks. The 
number of spring lambs sold for con- 
sumption in 1889 was’ returned from 
farms as 3,372,535, and including range 
lambs could not be less than 4,000,000. 
A single lamb slaughtered for home use 
by each of the flock-owners would make 
another million, leaving but 6,000,000 to 
replace sheep slaughtered on farms 
and ranches and sent to eastern and 
western and local markets. 

GREATER DECREASE IN BAD 

TIMES. 

This is the status in good times, when 
there is an increase of flocks by supe- 
rior care of sheep and by lambs 
dropped, and from higher prices, which 
tend to diminish consumption. When 
sheep husbandry is» depressed and un- 
popular, on the contrary, the loss from 
disease and neglect is increased, the 
lamb crop is reduced, markets are 
glutted with cheap mutton, and the fat 
sheep surplus is-forced into tne export 
movement. This has been the case dur- 
ing the past three years as never be- 
fore. Note the receipts and shipments 
at four markets in 1885 and 1895:

Here is an increase of receipts of over 
2,000,000, and deducting shipments an 
increase of consumption and distribu- 
tion from 1,476,448 to 3,995,897, almost 
200 per cent. increase or 2,519,449. The 
shipments are small, and tew go into 
the eastern receipts which you quote as 
4,265,000. Add to this nearly 9,000,000, 
those slaughtered in smaller eastern 
and western and Pacific Coast markets; 
and those killed by flock-owners in all 
parts of the country for home consump- 
tion, with increased loss from disease 


of lambs dropped, and it is not hard to 
account for the loss of 15,000,000 sheep 
in three years, or 30 per cent. of the 
country’s flock. And still the number 
of lambs dropped could be 11,500,000 or 
10,000.00, with a large reduction on the 
percentage rate of increase, so there 
is no trouble in accounting for large 
sales of lambs, as long as twice as 
many sheep go to market with them. 
THE OUTLOOK. 

Whether the lowest point has been 
reached remains to be seen. There has 
been a large decrease of flocks in Aus- 
tralia and elsewhere, wool is higher in 
London, and, while lower in this coun- 
try than in Great Britain, 1t must in- 
crease in value. The larger consump- 
tion of mutton “has come to stay.” 
The mutton breeds are increasing, and 
-the time is coming when wool: will no 

longer be a drug. It may be a very 
good time to go into sheep husbandry, 
and a turn in the tide may soon raise 
prices and enlarge flocks

LOSE A MONTH'S WAGES. 


THREE MEMBERS OF THE FIRE 


DEPARTMENT. 


Their Warrants Were by 
the Commissioners and Will not 
Now Be Honored—Result of Spe- 
cial Session. 


As a result of a two hours’ session 
held by the Fire Commissioners yes- 
terday, three callmen, or substitute 
callmen, will not receive any salary 
for the month of October. These three 
men are Thye, Conley and Selig. The 
action depriving them of the salary 
money was taken after investigation 
had convinced the commission that 
they—the callmen—had not been prop- 
erly appointed, and had not performed 
service for which they deserved pay. 

At 2:30°o’clock, the Fire Commission 
met according to appointment in the 
The meeting was an 
adjourned one, and the only business 
before the board was the continuarice 
of an investigation of the inaccura- 


cies found in the-department pay-frall: 


several weeks ago. Chief Moore was 
present at the beginning of. the meet- 
ing. Assistant Chief Smith was called 
in later. 

It will be remembered that an in- 
spection conducted by Commissioners 
Grider, Vetter, and Botts of the fire 
department pay-roll, and the engine- 
fhouse reports, recently, revealed that 
@ number of men were draining pay 


. from the city with the Fire Commis- 
sioners ignorant of the fact that the 
men in question were connected with 


the department. At a meeting of the 
commission last Friday, Chief Moore 
was called upon to explain the mat- 
ter. He admitted that three or four 
men had been carried on the pay-roll 
without being on the engine-house re- 
ports, but declared that his failure to 
place them there was due to a lack 
of clerical assistance. 

Yesterday the commission devoted 
two hours’ time to a discussion of the 
matter, with the result as stated above, 
that three of the men in question grere 
deprived of the salary that they would 
have drawn for the month of October. 
These men “resigned” from the de- 
partment several days.ago, so. the 
Chief reported, in answer to the ques- 
tions of the Mayor. 

No new facts were elicited by the 
discussion of the matter yesterday. 
Commissioner Vetter summed up the 
situation by saylfig that, “men had 
been carried by the Chief, and paid by 
the city, without their names appearing 
on the engine-house rosters, as being 
connected with the fire department, 
and with the commission being kept 
ignorant of the fact 


In reply to this, the Chief declared 
that he might have exceeded his au- 
thority in thus keeping these men, tut 
he had not intended to do other than 
the right thing. He had no excuse to 
offer for his failure to notify the com- 
mission of the matter. 

The Mayor thought that the Chief 
showed a lack of courtesy to the com- 
mission at least. Mr. Vetter thought 
the Chief displayed a singular lack of 
business ability in ‘neglecting to make 
his pay-roll and reports tally. The other 
commissioners thought a great deal. 
judging from their remarks, all of 
which indicated that they resented :the 
appointment of men by the Chit, who, 


was admitted, had not made appti- 


eation to the board for appointment,

{AT THE COURT HOUSE. 


MARTYN’S CONFESSION, 


PLEADS GUILTY AND IS SENTENCED 
TO SAN QUENTIN. 


He Asked to Be Sent to San Quentin 
and Was Given Five Years in 
That Institution—Brown’s Jury 
is Still Out. 


Carlos Martyn, Jr., the young con- 
fidence man who touched Rev. Burt 
Estes Howard’s heart and caused that 
reverend gentleman to open his purse- 
strings while under his hypnotic in-. 
fluence, appeared before Judge Smith 
in Department One early yesterday 
morning, unaccompanied by friend or 
lawyer. 

Deputy District Attorney Willis filed 
an information charging the youth 
with obtaining $100 from Rev. Mr. How- 
ard through the influence of letters and 
representations to the effect that he 
had fallen heir to large property 
through the sudden death of his grand- 
father in San Francisco. This money 


was obtained on September 16 of the 
present year. 
S. F. Loughborough, a _ traveling 


salesman for a carriage manufactory, 
sat with the officers and witnessed the 
Mr. Lough- 
borough is the man approached by 
Martyn fora loan of $500 for the pur- 
pose of defraying the expenses of him- 
self and wife to Washington city, where 
Martyn had secured the position of sec- 


retary of the Nicaragua legation. To 
this gentleman Martyn grew most 
grandiloquent in portraying’ the 


splendor of his inheritance. Its value 
in bonds, stocks, money, etc., etc., ag- 
gregated at least 180,000 and included 
the Leland Stanford residence and 
statuary in Washington. 

Martyn is of medium size and dark 
complexion; his eyes are black and 
“snappy,” and he possesses a hand- 
some, intellectual face. 

The court asked the youthful sinner 
if he had an attorney or desired one, 
and he answered negatively to both 
questions ahd added that he desired: to 
plead guilty and receive sentence at 
once. In answer to questions by the 
court he said he was 24 years of age 
and had no profession; that he had 
lived in this city for several months, 
and had been conducting a stereopti- 
con advertising business on his own 
account;.that he came to this city from 
Chicago, where he occupied the posi- 
tion of electrician fh one of the street 
railway systems; being in charge of the. 
engine-rooms. 

Young Martyn looked as though he 
had lost his last friend on earth when 
he made the further statement that he 
was born and reared in New York City; 
had a wife in this city, and requested 
the court to throw him behind the 
gloomy walls of San Quentin. , 

Deputy Willis addressed the court 
with the declaration that while the de- 
fendant had pleaded guilty, yet i was 
not a case that called for any degree 
of clemency, as there were numerous 
other charges that could be brought 
against the defendant, but in view of 
the young man pleading guilty; the 
District Attorney hed consented to dis- 
miss the other charges. ’ 

The court looked at Martyn pityingly 
for a moment and then said that he 
seemed to possess the elements - of 
intellectual superiority that would 
make it unnecessary to comment upon 
his crime; that he (Martyn) had trans- 
gressed the law in open violation of 
the: rights of others and in a full 
knowledge of the degrading conse- 
quences of crime. “In view of. these 
facts your sentence should be Severe. 
It ds the order of this court that you 
be confined in San Quentin for a period 
of five years’’ declared the court in 
conclusion. 

Not a muscle of Martyn’s face 
quivered as he stood meekly at the 
bar and listened to the judgment that 
sent him to & felon’s cell for five long 
years and made him an associate of 
ae most dangerous criminals of the 

e.

A 
number of the large pr perty-owners 
have recentiy filed a remonstrance 
with the Council, based on an analysis 
which had been made of the material 
that is being laid down. The analyst, 
Dr. Salathe, says in regard to this as- 
phait: 

“This asphaltic cement is 20 per cent. 
below the percentage of total bitumen 
required by specification and possesses 
neither sufficient toughness nor co- 
hesion, and is of an oily or waxy touch, 
besides containing gypsum, which is 
I consider this paving 
cement far below the requirements of 
a perfect paving cement and by no 


ifications.”’ 

The Investor, referring to this mat- 
ter, says: ; 

“In the face of this report and remon- 
strance of the property-owners, the 
Street Superintendent had the cool as- 
surance to state to the Council that 
the pavement was an excellent piece 
of work and that he would be person- 
ally: responsible for it turning out to be 
satisfactory. Millspaugh & Co. also of- 
fered to guarantee the surface for five 
years. 

“The property-owners can have noth- 
ing to do with the Superintendent of 
Streets as a guarantor, and his offer 
in that regard is, to say the least, very 
remarkable. His business is to see that 
the specifications are strictly complied 
with, and without scientific help he 


ean tell nothing about the quality of 
an asphalt by looking at it, any more 
than he can count the gold in a safe 
by attempting to gaze through its 
fron doors.

The warning recent'y issued by the 
British Consul-General in San Fran- 
cisco to British investors and settlers 
in California has aroused much atten- 
tion on the outside, and may possib!iy 
have the effect of discouraging some 
who were thinking of investing mcney 

When this 
report is examined, however, it be- 
comes apparent that the ill fortune that 
has attended some foreign invesiments 
in California might have beon easily 
avoided had the investors exercised the 
most ordinary elements of business 
gense, which are considered requisite 
by investors in this country. As The 


out of ten, the misfortunes of these 
foreign investors are due, not to extor- 
tion or fraud on part of the Califor- 
nia land-owner, but to an excess of 
‘greed on part of the British agent who 
negotiates the deal, and is frequently 
not satisfied with less than 25 to 50 
per cent profit on the transaction. 
Then the property is taken to Mngland 
and incorporated perhaps at twice the 
amount paid for it, which is all right 
whenever that money is used for the 
development of the bare land, but such 
is not always the case, the difference 
between the purchase price and the 
amount for which the company is in- 
corporated being frequenily nocketed 
by those who get up the company. 

Foreign investors will find that Call- 
fornia land-owners, as a rule, are re- 
sponsible and reliable men, wno are 
willing to give the purchaser a square 
deal. If foreign investors would exer- 
cise the same care in their enterprises 
as is the custom of American investors, 
and would themselves investigrte meat- 
ters a little more closely, instead of 
entrusting everything tv agents of 
whom they know litle or nothing, we 
should hear less about dissa:isfaction 
with investments in California. 

There are few sections of the c'tvytl- 
$zed world which offer such irGuce- 
ments to the judicious investment of 
capital in land for improvement sub- 
division and sale as does Southern Cali: 
fornia. The margin between the price 
at which large tracts may be purcnased 
—wholesale, and the legitimate. price 
vat which small tracts may be disposed. 
of at retail—is. very great. and/.such 
\Jand is easily. sold, provided the pur- 
chasers are willing to sell on easy 
terms of payment, which is a matter 
of indifference to investing capitalists, 
as long as they receive a fair interest 


AGRICULTURAL LAND. | 
The sharp rise in the price of-vheat, 
and the prospective establishment of 
several beet-sngar factories in this see- 
tion, have caused a notable increase in 
the demand for land in Southern Cali- 


States as in Ireland. The Recorder fig- 
ures the amount of land in the United 
States owned by foreigners at the vast 


amount of 21,240,900 acres, which is con- 


siderably larger than all the New Eng- 
land States combined. The Recorder 
gives the following list of foreign land- 
owners in the United States whe own 
large tracts: 

“The largest amount of ground is 
owned by the Holland Land Company, 
with offices in New York, which con- 
trols 4,500,000 acres; next comes an Eng- 
lish syndicate with lands in Texas, 
which owns over 3,000,000 acres, while 
an English syndicate in Mississippi 
owns 1,800,000 acres. Phillips, Marshall 
& Co. of London own 1,300,000 acres: a 
German syndicate, 1,100,000 acres; the 
Anglo-American Syndicate of London, 
750,000 acres; the British Land Com- 
pany, in Kansas, 320,000 acres; the Mis- 
souri Land Company of Scotland, 247,000 
acres; an English syndicate having its 
representatives in Wisconsin possesses 
110,000 acrés: a Scotch syndicate in 
Florida, 600,000; another, with head- 
quarters in Edinburgh, pays taxes an- 


another Scotch syndicate in Florida, 
500,000 acres; an English land company 
in Florida, 60,000 acres, and another in 
Arkansas, 50,000 acres. 

“Then come the individual owners, 
headed by Sir Edward Reed and his 
Syndicate, who own 2,000,000 acres in 
Florida; the Marquis of Tweeddale, 
1,750,000 acres in the same State; Byron 
H. Evans of London, 700,000 acres: the 
Duke of Sutherland, 422,00 acres; W. 
Wharley, M.P., of Peterboro, 310,000 
acres; Lord Dunmore, 120,000. acres; 
Benjamin Neugas of Liverpool, 120,000 
acres; M. Ellhauser, a wealthy Paris- 
ian, owns 600,000 acres in West Vir- 
ginia; Lord Houghton, 60,000 acres in 
Florida; Lord Dunraven, 60,000 acres in 
Colorado; A. Peel, M.P., of Leicester- 
shire, Eng., 10,000 acres; Alexander 
Grant of London, 35,000 acres in Kan- 
sas; A. Boyson, Danish Consul, 50,000 
acres; Sir J. L. Kay of Yorkshire, 
Eng., 5000 acres.”’

Quality in Tomatoes. 


(Garden and Forest:) It is discourag- 
ing to those who are trying to improve 
our garden vegetables that the popu- 
larity of vegetables is much more de- 
pendent upon appearance than the 
quality. This is particularly noticeable 
in tomatoes, and the sort which pleases 
the eyes, even though not of best qual- 
ity, is the popular variety. Many of 
the observers at our experiment sta- 
tions seem to be influenced in the same 
way, and their reports would make it 
appear that the ideal tomato is per- 
fectly round with no sutures, the in- 
terior made up with as many and thick 
partition walls as possible, and that 
the fewer seeds and the less pulp they 
contain and the more solid the fruit the 


land to tenants, whether the owners 
be Europeans or Americans, is a 
vicious one, and should be discouraged 
as much as possible. : 

THE “SPREAD” BUILDING. 

The Builder, and Contractor has the 
following interesting remarks on a 
variety of architecture known among 
architects as the “spread” building, 
which twenty-five years ago promised 
to be generally adopted in this coun-) 
try, but has of late lost its hold in 
architectural favor: 

“What may be designated as the 
spread building is the structure built 
after the style of St- Paul’s cathedral, 
and other ecclesiastical and municipal 
structures of Europe. The most con- 
spicuous instance of this style of struc- 
ture on. this coast is the City Hall of 
San Frdncisco; it Was commenced 
twenty-five years ago, and though it 
cost six million dollars, it is generally 
recognized as an architectural failure. 

“The trouble with this structure is 
that it covers too much ground with- 
out regard to exterior proportions; in- 
stead of giving the eye ithe effect of a 
single building, it presents a group -of 
buildings that robs the artistic sense of 
any pleasing effect. It is safe to say, 
if this building were started today, in- 
stead of in 1876, it would not be built 
after its present plan. 

“There is much to be regretted and 
condemned about the system prevalent 
in the United States of determining 
upon plans for public structures and 
adopting the same. Too often there 
is no trained artistic sense brought to 
bear upon the subject of the adoption 
of plans; this business is given to 
unskilled superwisors or to a board of 
aldermen, whose judgments are blunt 
enough on such things were they Kept 
free; but sadly to realize, these judg- 
ments are sometimes warped through 
interests which prompt their accept- 
ance of certain plans without regard 
to their merit. Few architects there 
are Who have not experienced in com- 
petitions that awards escaped them be- 
cause of this character of “pull,” un- 
til it has come to be a question with 
many as to,,whether ft is really worth 
while to putin a plan on a competition. 

“The failure of the ‘spread’ class 
of buildings is that they do not give 
the impression of proportion and archi- 
tectural effect) A piece of architecture 
is a study in art, like a picture ora 
work of statuary;. it should be pleas- 
ing to the eye and impressive to the 
soul, and this cannot be obtained 
where the structure is made up of a 
group of small buildings and has 
neither breadth nor height to make it 
imposing.”’ 

“The general ugliness of the San 
Francisco City Hall is intensified by a 
big dome which surmounts the central 
building, like a tiara on a pope, and 
makes the structure look ill-propor- 
tioned and squatty. A dome gets its 
good effect from distance, height; close 
to the eye, it is a big bulge of some- 
thing out of proportion to all of its 
surroundings. 

“Nor is the material of which this 
city hall is: built such as to relieve any 
of the poorness of the architectural 
style: it does no look like a new build- 
hinges but has the appearance of a very 
old one. The exterior is of brownstone 
and dark brown mastic, which makes 
the thing look somber and gloomy, 
without the majesty of massiveness. 
| There is no polished Stone work any- 

where, and the only ornamentation is 
the acanthus crowrts on the composite. 
columns; Such a building ought to 
contain many expressions of the art of 
the sculptor; not the gingerbread gee- 
gaws and roof statuary of the San 
Diego Courthouse, but the strong

In Los Angeles the 
only one which has thus far appeared 
is the First Presbyterian Church on the 
corner of Twentieth and Figueroa 
streets, which gives the idea, on a 
cheap scale. 


with the patio or the Spanish-Moresque, 
so many of which are just now appear- 
ing in Southem California, and which 
we predict time will show to be the 


better. Now, if one takes out a section 
of the interior partitions of a tomato 
so carefully that it. receives no flavor 
sre the pulp or exterior wall, it will 
found that this is a mass of cellu- 
lar matter without a particle of flavor. 
The flavor of a tomato is chiefly in the 
pulp, though there is usually a little in 
the exterior wails. The seeds are useless 
for food, and the fewer and smaller 
they are the better. But we can have 
no pulp without seeds, and it is the 
pulp, not the partition walls or flesh, 
which gives quality to the fruit. If 
each seed was in a cavity by itself and 
surrounded by pulp this would be the 
most favorable structure for the high- 
est quality. Tomatoes in which the in- 
terior is broken up into many cells are 
desirable rather than because of the 
thick partition walls or flesh. sAgain, it 
is usually the case that the thicker and 
more solid the pulp the better the fla- 
vor. Thin pulp is always acid and 
harsh in flavor. 
_ The interior, then, of the ideal tomato 
should be made up of a great many 
cells separated by thin—not thick and 
fleshy—partition walls, and filled with 
thick pulp surrounding small seeds, only 
the outer walls being, thick. There 
should be one core or hard center, and, 
above all, the flavor should be a rich, 
mild, fruit-like acid or sub-acid; there 
is a great difference in varieties in this 
most important quality. Usually the 
skin is removed before the fruit is 
used, and this can be most easily done 
from a perfectly smooth, globular fruit. 
But a somewhat flattened globe or an 
oval-shaped fruit is far more attrac- 
tive, and, if perfectly smooth, it is 
practically as easily prepared for use. 
The stem of a tomato is set in a basin, 
and the deeper this is the greater the 
likelihood of the fruit having the ob- 
jectionable hard center or core, so that 
in the perfect tomato it should be as 
shallow as possible. As to color, depth 
and brilliancy, evenness of distribution 
both on the surface and through the 
pulp and flesh, and its permanency in 
cooking, are important characteristics. 
The color, whether purple, deep red. or 
yellow-red, is of itself a matter of 
taste. I have never seen a purple to- 
mato in which the flavor was first- 
class, it always having a sharp, harsh, 
metallic-like acid taste far inferior to 
the rich fruit-like acid of the red sorts. 
For this reason I think the ideal tomato 
will be a red one. 

A tomato is always at its best as to 
quality when it is fully ripened on the 
plant. It may look as well, or even 
better, if picked before fuly ripe and 
ripened off the vine, but such fruit 
lacks in quality. To have the best 
canned tomatoes, fully ripe fruit should 
be sealed up in the cans within three 
hours of gathering. There is no fruit 
in which the highest flavor is more 
quickly lost, and if housekeepers will 
try the experiment of putting up per-. 
fectly ripe and fresh fruit of a fine? 
flavored variety,they will appreciate the 
advantage over partially ripe fruit 
which has been off the vines for days.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 


OFFICE OF THE TIMES, 
7 Los Angeles, Nov. 5, 1896. 

THE EFFDHCT ON THE FINANCIAL 
MARKET. The good effect of the result 
of the Presidential contest on the finan- 
cial market is quite apparent in Los 
Angeles. The banks ali report that many 
thousands of dollars which hed been 
withdrawn have again been placed in 
circulation by timid men who were 
afraid that the country might declare 
for the silver standard. It is the gen- 
eral belief among local financiers that 
the next few months will be charcter- 
ized by a remarkable development of 
business enterprises, calling for the 
investment of a large amount of cap- 
ital that has for some time past been 
kept idle, 


THE DECLINE IN SILVER. Much 
attention has been directed of late to 
the steady decline in the commercial 
price of silver, at a time when it might 
naturally be expected that there would 
be an appreciation in the value of the 
metal, owing to the slight prospect of 
its being used more largely for coin- 
age purposes, Within the past couple 
of weeks silver hag sold at less than 
64% cents per ounce in New York, the 
lowest quotation of the present year. 
A noteworthy fact is that this decline 
has occurred in the face of a marked 
advance in wheat, thus contradicting, 
as The Times has shown, one of the 
leading arguments of the advocates of 
free-silver coinage. Bradstreet’s offers 
the following explanation of the de- 
cline in the price of silver: 

“The decline of silver is, in this case, 
a natural one, It requires no lengthy 
explanation, but can be traced directly 
to the condition of Eastern exchange 
and the trade relations of India, China 
and Japan with Europe and America, 
Not. only is the export trade of India 
seriously affected by the wheat crop 
failure, but its power to absorb sil- 
ver for use in the arts has been se- 
riously curtailed by the same reason. 
Although the Indian mints have been 


universal and immemorial custom of 
the native population of India to keep 
a large part of their accumulated 
wealth in the form of personal orna- 
ments made of silver, has not changed 
in the least, and India has conse- 
quently continugd to absorb silver for 
such purposes, in spité of the closing 
of the mints. Any curtailment of 
prosperity of the country would, 
of course, be reflected im a decided 
falline off of the demand for silver 
from that country. The situation there 
also affects exchange on Calcutta and 
Bombay. the comments of the J.ondon 
Statist of a fortnight ago upon Indian 
exchange having a bearing upon the 
subject now under consideration. The 
authority in question says: ‘Consid- 
ering the small shipments of produce 
from India at the present time, and 
the large imports int6’ that country, 
the strength of the Indian exchange 
indicatés the continued desire of rail- 
way and other companies to remit 
money to India. As we elsewhere 
point out, the outlook in India is very 
unpleasant. Last season’s failure of 
the wheat and seed crops is likely to 
be followed by a great deficiency in 
next year’s supplies, at the same time 
that e other crops of the country 


are very poor. Were it not 
for the transfer of capital to 
India that is now going on a 


decided fall in exchange might for a 
time be witnessed as a consequence 
of the falling off in exports. The 
trade position in China and Japan is 
also discouraging. Trade in_ these 
countries has been seriously affected 
by the great reduction in the Ameri- 
can demand for silk, but here again 
exchange is supported by the trans- 


apan on account of the Japanese gov- 
ernment.’ 

“It will be observed that the journal 
quoted from also takes into considera- 
tion the unfavorable export trade of 
China and Japan... To, this it might 
be added the Straits Settlements are, 
according to the latest’ advices, af- 
fected by a similar diminution of trade, 
and are consequently less able to take 
silver on a large scale, so that, leav- 
ing aside all other considerations, the 
natural factors connected with the 
Eastern demand for the metal con- 
stitute a perfectly reasonable basis for 
its decline. 

“There are, however, reports that the 
fall é6f silver has been accelerated by 
other circumstances. The reports may 
be exaggerated, but there would still 
seem to be some basis for the allega- 
tio&\ that speculators here and in Lon- 
don who bought silver or silver securi- 
ties last summer, after the Chicago 
convention, have liquidated. It will 
be remembered that at one time silver 
bullion certificates received a good deal 
of attention in our market and had a 
sharp rise, while the allegation is that 
the speculative interests identified 
with the movement had their allies in 
London who bought rupee paper, the. 
theory being that the possible success 
of the free-silver propaganda in the 
United States would cause a heavy 
advance in silver and silver securi- 
ties. The condition of the free-silver 
campaign, it is stated, has now caused 
the speculators to give up the field 
and liquidate as quickly as possible, 
the slump in silver values this week 
being notice that they have accom: 
plished their purpose and have left 
the silver market to the operation of 
the natural factors, which, as set forth 
above, are for the time being of a de- 
cidedly adverse character.” — 


COMMERCIAL. 
DECLINING FRUIT EXPORTS. 
The overland fruit exports from 
Northern and Central California for the 
first nine months.of this year show a 
marked, falling off from last year. 
This decline is as follows: Ripe fruff, 
9000 tons; dried fruit, 8000 tons; raisins, 
5000 tons; canned goods, 2000 tons. 
With the increased demand for Cali- 
fornia dried fruit in the East and Eu- 
rope, and the improved business that is 
likely to follow the settlement cf the 
political question, it may be oxpected 
that exports of fruit from this .State 
will soon increase rapidly. 


FRENCH SUGAR BOUNTY. The 
draft of a bill to regulate the sugar 
industry of France and to. counteract 
the export bounties of other countries 
was submitted to the French Cabinet 
a week ago. 

It adds a tax of 2% francs to the 
excise duties on home consumption. 
} The funds so derived will be applied 
to granting an export bounty of 2% 
francs for refined sugars and raw su- 


port bounty of 1% franes for raw. su- 
gars yielding 65 to 98 per cent. 

The bill protects the refiners at sea- 
ports and French colonial producers 
by a bounty system, and the allowing of 
a draw back on foreign sugar intended 
for reéxport is maintainedf It is pro- 
posed that the bill shall not be opera- 
tive until September, 1898.

A PACIFIC CABLE. It looks as if 
the much-talked of cable across the 
Pacific would before long be an accom- 
plished fact, thus completing the great 
telegraph circle of the globe. It is, 
however, somewhat humiliating to 
American pride to find that this much- 
needed improvement is likely to be 
made by the British government. At 
the recent colonial conference at Ot- 
tawa, Can., the following resolution

At the outcome of the conference it 
was determined to hold a Pacific cable 
in London, at which the whole sub- 
ject could be gone over by delegates 
from all parts of*the British dominions 
affected by the proposed scheme. The 
Canadian Cabinet has appointed repre- 
sentatives who will sail at once for 
London, attend the conference as dele- 
gates, and report to the government as 
to results. 

The Chicago Record has the follow- 
ing pertinent remarks on this subject: 

“Whether as the immediate outcome 
of the London conference, or of later 
movements, there is little doubt that 
the proposed cable will be laid at an 
early day. The advantages of linking 
together the widely-sundered parts of 
the British empire by cable and tele- 
graphic communication’ are too obvious 
to make enumeration necessary. AS a 
London paper recently remarked, 
apropos of this scheme, the single word 
‘war’ flashed by cable to Canada and 
Australia and India might more than 
repay the cost of the cable itself. 

“Great Britain of late years has .be- 
come firmly wedded to the notion that 
cable connection via Canada with Aus- 
tralia and swift communication by 
steamers from British Columbia to Aus- 
tralia may one day be of vast import- 
ance to her, and she has been taking 
steps accordingly to Vancouver. The 
time is ripe for the great cable, and 
doubtless it will be laid in the near 
future. Americans must realize how 
important it is for the United States to 
have cable communication of its own 
with the Hawaiian Islands, Japan, Asia 
and Australasia. Canadian enterprise 
with British backing must not be per- 
mitted to seize and contro) the trade of 
the far east.’’. 


ANOTHER SOURCE ' OF POWER. 
Modern science and ingenuity is bring- 
ing to the front many new and re- 
markable ideas in the line of power, 
so that it looks as if, even supposing 
that the coal supply of the world should 
“peter out’ in a century or SO, as some 
scientists suppose, we should not be 
left without: a motive power. One of 
the most novel ideas recently advanced 
is that of a French scientist, which is 
described in an exchange as follows: 

“A novel project advanced by M. 
Raoul Pictet at the recent Geographical 
Congress at Geneva was the utilization 
of the energy of the lofty whirling pil- 
lars of sand that are continually trav- 
eling over the Desert of Sanara. These 
may be studied in the environs of 
Cairo, where at about 9 a.m. bits. of 
paper or feathers on little hillocks are 
occasionally stirred in a circular path, 
the movement gradually becoming 
steady and gyratory, then the light ob- 
jectsiirise, their velocity increases, and 
they are lost to sight in itne sand that 
mounts after them, and may reach a 
heigh of 4000 yards in about an hour. 
The upper part of the column is 400 or 
600 yards in diameter, its narrowest 
portion about a dozen yards. Often ten 
or twelve of the columns are in sigh 


at once, and their maximum er , 


pending upon their temperature—is 
reached between noon and 3 p.m. Some 
of the light objects picked up were 
afterward found fifteen or twenty miles 
away. The temperature was investi- 
gated by means of thermometers over 
a radius of 500 yards on the ground 
where the column was expected to 
form, and the sand was found to be 15 
deg, or more hotter than the air, the 
heat—especially on the eastern side— 
increasing very rapidly at the begin- 
ning of the phenomenon. M. Pictet cal- 
culates that the wasted heat for each 
column is sufficient to raise a quart of 
water about 10 deg. in a minute. He 
suggests that the solar energy thus dis- 
sipated be collected by covering the 
ground with immense heaters of black- 
ened sheet iron. He calculates that 
Nile water flowing througn such heat- 
ers could be quickly raised from 70 deg. 
to 160 deg., and that a boler covering 
two and one-half acres would furnish 
2000. horse-power for irrigaition and 
other uses.” 


FIBER FROM THE PINEAPPLE 
LEAVBS. A possible mine of wealth in 
Mexico is pointed out by a British con- 
sular report. The leaf of the pineapple 
is said to furnish a fiber of extraordi- 
nary strength, which can be made into 
ropes, cables, bindingttwine, thread, 
mats, bagging, hammocks, paper and 
even a silk-like cloth. It is believed that 
the fine cloth of :‘the Aztecs was made 
from this fiber. Modern Mexicans 
manufacture it but little, partly on 
account of the slow and wasteful 
method of separating it, and the for- 
eigner with suitable machinery should 
reap a rich reward.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The railway shares 
@s a group again today absorbed more specu- 
lative interest than the industrials, They 
reflected the enormous profit taking on the 
boom and although the total transactions fell 
short of Wednesday’s record by about 127,000 
shares, the operations during the last hour 
were as animated and upon as large a propor-. 
tionate sale as on that day. The extreme 
irregularity characterized a number of stocks, 
particularly in industrials and specialties and 
the course of prices trended lower, the declines 
‘being accelerated by a renewal of stock job- 
bing rumors of impending Cuban complica- 
tions. London was a noteworthy factor in 
the speculation and there was but little in 
the way of important new developments, 
although an easier condition of the money 
and commercial paper markets was noted, 
the funds touching a minimum of five per 
cent. for all dates. This condition was partly 
responsible for a further hardening in actual 
sterling figures, but the rise was also at- 
tributed to the temporary indisposition of the 
leading houses to draw bills, while on the 
other hand the demand for importers was re- 
ported small. The market had exhibited a 

gimg tendency in-the forenoon, Speculation 
upon a considerable diminished volume of 
business as compared with Wednesday, de- 
veloped aggressive fey around midday 
and the best prices of the day were then made. 
Around delivery hour the advance was stem- 
med and the market became exceptionally 
active and excited on the Cuban war rumors 
referred to above and prices slumped all 
along the line. The closing was weak at 
sharp fractional net declines generally. The 
railway bond market was less active but 
showed decided weakness on profit taking. 
The sales were $2,212,000. Governments were 
weak and lower on sales of $33,000. Silver 
certificates showed strength and moved up 
half a cent on purchase of $25,000.

Some Good Shipping Strawberries. 

(S. L. Watkins in California Cultiva- 
tor:) Having several hundred'varieties 
of strawberries under cultivation we 
have a good chance to observe those 


that are best adapted to shipping a 


great distance. Many of the very fin- 
est-flavored strawberries are too soft 
to ship, and again those that yield the 
heaviest are generally the poorest 
shippers, while the best shipping sorts 
are only moderate yielders. 

The Arizona~ Everbearing is a tre. 
mendous yielder with us, but entirely 
too soft to ship any distance. The Hav- 
erland is a marvel for ylelding an 
abundance of good fruit, but it is too 
soft. The Parker Earle Is a fairly good 
shipper. 

The Dollar strawberry heads the list 
for a long-distance shipper, closely fol- 
lowed by the Hood River and Triomphe 
de Gand. The Dollar berry 1s exceed- 
ingly firm and a most lustrous, glossy 
red, and as it is a good traveler it gen- 
erally arrives in market in good shape, 
and sells for from 15 to 20 cents more 
per crate than other varieties on ac- 
count of its superb appearance and high 
quality. The Dollar berry, with us, 
differs from all other varieties under 
cultivation in this respect: AS soon as 
the old plant perfects its crop of fruit, 
the young runners commence bearing, 
and keep this up for about two months, 
thus making the season of fruiting very 
long, but during the entire season the 
Dollar berry will not near approach 
the Arizona for a big yield of fruit. 

The Hood River of the © best adapted 
to a moist section of the country, where 
there is an abundancevof fogs. This 
berry can be picked when white and 
shipped to New York, and it will come 


out a waxy crimson, dotted with golden ~ 


seeds. It is possessed of a most fasci- 
nating flavor, somewhat tartish, but 
exceedingly fine. 

The Triomphe de Gand 1s grown 
mostly in the Sacramento strawbDerry 
regions. It is a grand shpper, and 
growers in the Sacramento Valley have 
realized more money from this berry 
than from all other sorts put together 
that are cultivated there. 

The old Longworth Prolific is a pretty 
good shipper, and still a pretty fair 
variety, where good select plants are 
used to propagate from. 

The Australian Crimson is a fairly 
good shipper, but it does not color up 
well enough to make a fancy shipping 
sort. 

I have tested the Brandywine only 
one season; the fruit is very large and 
roundish in shape, but very firm, and I 
believe will stand long-distance ship- 
ment as good as the Hood River. I am 
inclined to think from the way it does 
with me that it will do well in hot cli- 
mates. 

The Enormous strawberry 1s a giant- 
sized berry, and I believe will ship @ 
long ways. 

The Marshall is a good shipper and 
very large—from fourteen to eighteen 
select specimens will fill a quart box, 
This variety is already highly spoken 
of in Southern California, and gives 
promise of being widely cultivated. 

The Gandy is a good shipper and a 
fancy berry for a fancy market, and is 
a very profitable sort to grow. |. 

The old Sharpless is a good shipper 
and is a sweet, rich-flavored berry.

THE PROPOSED CHARTER AMEND- 
MENTS UNDER DISCUSSION. 


Sentiment Among Citizens Strongly 
in Favor of Revision—The Board 
of Trade Will Take the Matter 
in Hand, | 


PASADENA, Nov. 5.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Now that the national 
election is over, the Board of Trade 
will have an opportunity to considar 
the proposal for charter amendment 
that was brought before it through a 
committee appointed for the purpose in 
September, and who met with the City 
Attorney for consultation, but arrived 
at no definite conclusion. It was de- 
cided at that time to defer the matter 
until October, but on account of the 
election nothing has been done. Objec- 
tions were made to the charter revision 
by the City Attorney’upon the grounds 
that some of the offices now ap- 
pointive would be elective under the 
revised charter. Among these are the 
Mayor and City Superintendent of 
‘Schools. 

From the opinion of leading citizens 
gathered in the last few weeks, it ap- 
pears that the sentiment is strongly in 
favor of a revision of the charter, and 
such a revision as will give the City 
Trustees a stated salary, in order that 
men of business ability will feel repaid 
for sitting in the Council and devoting 
& portion of their time to the duties of 
their office. It is believed that should 
action be taken promptly by the citi- 
zens, the matter could be brought be- 
fore the Legislature at the forthcom- 
ing session, and something definite be 
arrived at. So many matters of im- 
portance deserve the attention of the 
Council and it appears so nearly im- 
possible to secure from ‘that body 
action that conserves the interest of 
the citizens, that there is a strong sen- 
timent in favor of placing all matters 
pertaining to the welfare of the citizens 
in the hands of the Board of Trade 
and working through it instead of 
through citizens’ petitions, which are 
usually disregarded, except in matters 
where the law compels their recogni- 
tion. A minority of the Council is 
powerless to achieve single-handed any 
important victories for the people, but 
the Board of Trade, which represents 
virtually the entire business interests 
of the community, is thought to be able 
to secure proper recognition.

SANTA MONICA, Nov. 5.—(Regular 
Correspondence.)

AN ELECTION WAGER PAID IN 
SANTA ANA, 


Considerable Amusement Excited. 
False and Unfounded Charges. 
An Enthusiastic Bryanite Who 
Was Too Previous—A £4Wite- 
beater—The Supervisors. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 5.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The election has come 
and gone, and the time is now here 
for the paying of all kinds of election 
bets. The old wheelbarrow bet was 
paid today by the chairmen of the 
two_political clubs in this city. Judge 
Huntington occupied an elevated seat 
in a gorgeously-decorated wheelbar-” 
row. propelled by J. A. Booty, the 
chairman of the Santa Ana Silver 
Club, this afternoon, over thtee blocks 
in this city, and all the way a large 
and enthusiastic crowd cheered them 
on their way, — 

The bet was made before last Tues- 
day, otherwise it would not now have 
to be paid. Mr. Booty proposed that 
if McKinley was elected he would 
wheel Judge Huntington over the 
route, and if Bryan was elected Mr. 
Booty was to ride, and the Judge was 
to furnish the motor power. The re- 
sul: of the great downpour of ballots 
on Tuesday, as everybody knows, 
was the selection of Maj. McKinley 
as tthe next President of the United 
States, and consepuently the Judge 
rode and Mr. Booty did the pushing. 

At -2:30 o’clock, the time for the 
event to take nlace. between 500 and 
1000 people assembled on ithe street: 
to witness the affair, and a short 
while after the little party appeared 
on the street. The Judge wore one of 
his broadest smiles, while Mr. Booty 
was clad in an original expression of* 
injured innocence. .The start was 
made from the corner of Fourth and 
West streets, and down Fourth they 
went. stopping at every cross street 
in order that the motor power could 
be refiuvenated. and due deference 
could be paid to the applause and 
eheers from the mass of humanity 
alone the sidewalk. In front of the 
wheelbarrow marched Dr. Jones car- 
rying a picture of William Jennings 
Brvan. and K. Cleaver carrying a fine 
lithograph of the next President, Maj. 
William McKinley. Both of the pic- 
tures were decorated with the Ameri- 
can flag. In the wheelbarrow sat the 
Judge wearing a huge bonnet of yel- 
low chrysanthemums, and flowers of 
the “same variety and color in a 
wreath around his silk plug hat. On 
the lapel of his coat he wore an im- 
mense zold coin bearing the imprint 
6f Mai. McKinley on its face, and in 
his right hand he held “Old Glory” to 
the breeze. Behind the party came 
many pedestrians and citizens in car- 
riages. 

The wager was “honestly and fairly 
paid, and Mr. Booty was most heartily 
congratulated by his many Republican 
friends, as well as by those of his own 
political persuasion for the very ex- 
cellent manner in which he conducted 
the ride and safely landed the Judge 
at the lower end of the course.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


OVER A THOUSAND VOTERS 
NOT GO TO THE POLLS, 


Republicans Were Too Lax in Con- 
ducting Their Campaign—Great 
Credit Due to Sound-Money Dem- 
ocrats—The New City Charter. 


SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 5.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The local situ- 
ation regarding the election has not 
changed except that the Republicans 
are not quite so sure of McLachlan’s 
election as they were yesterday, and 
are blaming themselves for not giving 
him a bigger majority. While a signal 
victory was scored in this county 
against fusion and free silver, yet there 
are a few points which heip to cen- 
stitute the historical part of the present 
campaign and election that are already 
causing earnest. thinking Republicans 
to pause and reflect. First of all, the 
campaign was announced as one of 
education, and the agitation was gen- 
eral, earnest and persistent. The result 
shows a thousand votes short of the 
registration. Who staid at home and 
what part of the educational process 
caused them to stay away from the 
polls? Then, again, there were 163 
Democrats and 213 Republicans who 
voted for President and did not vote 
for Congressman. What an insult to 
free American intelligence, and what 
a rebuke upon the political manage- 
ment. An attempt was made to ac- 
count for the shortage in the polling 
list by claiming that the discharging of 
railroad employés at Lompoc would 
cover it, but the entire registered list 
of transient votersin that section does 
not exceed 120. 2 

Another thing that is galling to 
earnest Republicans is the satisfaction 
expressed all along by the Democrats 
in regard to the manner in which the 
Republican campaign was conducted 


in this county. There are Republicans. 


who say: “We elected our men and 
carried the county for McKinley. What 
more do you want?” There are others 
who say: “We had help this year which 
we cannot hope to always have; we 
could have shown larger majorities and 
put this county into Republican hands 
this year had we been better organized; 
in that case our manner of conducting 
the campaign would not have been so 
satisfactory to the opposition.” 

The happiest men in Santa Barbara 
today are the gold Democrats, and they 
have aright to be. They made sacrifices 
on the start which no man can be glad 
to make and which only earnest, consci- 
entious men can make. They have been 
hard workers all through the campaign 
and in addition to this they have car- 
ried a load which only they and their 
former associates fully appreciate. They 
deserve all the glory there is ina com- 
plete victory, and their names should 
be recorded as those of men who will 
do to tie to. The opposition is talking 
of continuing the free-silver fight from 
now on, preparatory to another cam- 
paign in two years from now, and Re- 
publicans are determined *that the cam- 
paign of education shall go right on, 
and be backed by an organization 
based on sound money and protection 
that will carry conviction to the hearts 
of the people and victory to the party. 

CITY COUNCIL. 

The City Council met this afternoon 
at 2 p.m. at thaCity Hall, Councilman 
Latillade being absent; Mayor Whitney 
in the chair. The minutes of the last 
regular meeting were read and ap- 
proved, followed by the report of Police 
Judge S. S. Price, and treasurer’s re- 
port for the last quarter. The new 
charter election prociamation was 
then read, calling an election on Tues- 
“day, November 17, 1896, for the purpose 
of voting upon the new charter sub- 
mitted by the fifteen freeholders, and to 
vote upon two alternative propositions 
contained therein relative to the 
method of choosing and electing mem- 
bers of the City Council. The vote 
which followed the reading of the docu- 
ment resulted in three votes for and 
one against the proclamation. The 
date of said election was fixed on Tues- 
day, November 17, 1896. 

The new ordinance drawn by City 
Attorney Thomas McNulta and pertain- 
ing to the bonding of this city for $50,- 
000 for the purpose of developing water 
and constructing and maintaining a 
city water system was next read the 
third time, adopted and ordered pub- 
lished. 

A resolution of intention to grade, 
curb and gutter a portion of De la. Vina 
street was adopted. A similar resolu- 
tion regarding Victoria street between 
Anacapa and Garden was adopted. A 
resolution to lay asphalt sidewalks on 
Haley street between Santa Barbara 
and Laguna streets, and on Anacapa 
between Haley and Cota streets, was 
adopted.

CROPS AND WEATHER. 


REPORT FOR THE WEEK ENDING 
LAST MONDAY. 


The Heavy Rains Were General and 
Have Started Fall Plowing—t n- 
usual Precipitation for the 
Month of October. . 


The following climate and crop bul- 
letin of the Weather Bureau for South- 
ern California for the week ending 
Monday, November 2, has been pre- 
pared by George E. Franklin, local ob- 
server: 


Special reports from correspondents 
of the climate and crop bulletin of 
Southern California ‘in reference to the 
ralt which fell the first of the week 
shows that it was unusually heavy for 
the month of October in all sections, 
and while the precipitation was exces- 
sive for the month, yet in a number of 
places the soil was packed so hard from 
the long dry season that the rain was 
not sufficient to wet the ground deep 
enough for plowing. Generally the rain 
was heavy enough to penetrate the soil 
to a depth sufficient f° start plows g0- 
ing and make possible the commence- 
ment of farm work, besides starting 
gTrass.to g¥fow, which at the close of the 
week was beginning to show green 
blades above: the ground. The rains 
stopped allirrigation and generally put 
the’ soil in good condition for plowing 
and cultivation. A noticeable feature 
connected with the rain was the un- 
usual sight at this season of the year 
of the dry water courses and arréyos 
carrying large volumes of water, which 
was laden with ashes from the burned 
mountain districts. | 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: Rain fell 
on the 26th to the depth of one and 
one-fourth inches, much of it falling 
suddenly. Orchards were benefited but 
not enough fell to start forage or wet 
the ground deep enough for plowing. 
The weather is now cool, clear and 
windy. West Saticoy: The rainfall 
was .97 of an inch and was heavir than 
usual for the time of the year, but was 
hardly sufficient to begin general farm 
work because ‘of the lack of seasonal 
rains which caused the ground to be 
harder than usual. 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles 
city: The rain which began the even- 
ing of the 26th continued until the early 
morning of the 27th, during which time 
over an inch of water fell; showers fell 
during the day of the 27th, making 
the precipitation for the storm 1.29 
inches. This was the third heaviest 
rainfall for the month o6f October ever 
recorded at the observer's office, the 


greatest amount heretofore having 
fallen was 1.42 inches in 1883 and 6.96 in 
1889. The highest temperature during th; 
week was 77 deg. and the lowest 47 
deg. Lancaster: The storm of the fore 
part of the week was of much benefit 
to Antelope Valley, and will start gen- 
eral farm work; the precipitation was 
above 1.25 inches at Lancaster and was 
much more above the foothills: vegeta- 
tion will start, and there is sufficient 
moisture in the Soil to sustain it for 
two months. La Cafiada: The rain of 
the early part of the week penetrated 
the soil about fourt@en.inches, benefit- 
ing trees and vines greatly and was 
sufficient to start farm work; highest 
temperature 67 deg, lowest 43 deg.; the 
rainfall was 2:54 inches. Verdugo: The 
rainfall measured about 1.50 inches; 
this was sufficient to enable farmers 
to plow orchards and other cultivated 
level ground but did not wet down hard 
ground or hillsides sufficiently for plow- 
ing. It was the heaviest rainfall for the 
first of the season that has occurred 
for many years. It was unusual, also 
in that it started a large volume of 
water running in the dry arroyos and 
water courses, probably due to the 
clearing off of the mountains by fires. 
Pasadena: The recent storm ga us 
2.12 inches precipitation, which or- 
oughly soaked the soil and bro the 
long dry spell. It was unusually heavy 
for so early in the season, but did no 
damage, as all deciduous fruit ts under 
shelter. Oranges are turning yellow 
fast; the prospects for planting an 
immense grain crop are the best. 
Duarte: The rainfall on the 26th and 
27th stopped all irrigating and put the 
ground in good condition for working 
and plows and cultivators,have been 
kept busy. The rainfall was’the heav-

record has been kept at this station; 
the rainfall amounted to 2.45 inches; 
the highest temperature was 78 deg. 
and the lowest 46 deg. Downey: The 
first rain of the season commenced 
Monday night; it was a regular down- 
pour, lasting through the night, and 
amounted to 1.07 inches. Pomona: The 
rainfall of October 26 and 27 amounted 
to 2.42 inches, and for the sea@son 2.73 
inches; north of town on the tablelands 
at the base of the mountains, three or 
four miles distant. from three to five 
inches fell, which came down in 
streams, sO as to make our ,streets 
rivers and all depressions lakes; imme- 
diately above this heavy fall the sky 
was clear with warm sunshine, while 
high in the mountains snow fell to 
depths ranging from whitening the 
ground to ten inches; very lit- 
tle damage was done aml immense 
zood. 

San Bernardino county—Chino: The 
first real rain of this season commenced 
to fall about midnight of Monday; it 
continued steadily the rest of the night 
‘and at intervals all day Tuesday; al- 
though a heavy shower fell on Tuesday 
evening, no damage was done in this 


vicinity; the precipitation at the ex- 
periment station was_1.35 inches, and 
at the sugar factory 1.12 inches; the 


earth is bountifully soaked and the 


rain has done great good; it will make | 


possible the commencement of farm 
work and greatly improve the prospects 
for gocd crop conditions. Crafton: The 
rain of Tuesday was quite sufficient to 
start fall plowing and planting; it was

Riverside county—Corona: The storm 
was an unusual one for October and

central and western portions of the 
county, and 2.50 inches in the eastern 
portion; there will be no necessity for 
further irrigation this fall; plowing has 
commenced for sowing barley.and cul- 
tivating orchards is being pushed; or- 
‘anges and lemons are improving in ap- 
pearance; the peat-land celery is su- 
perior, and shipping will begin by No- 
vember 15. Tustin: The rainfall was 
1:35 inches, which was sufficient to 
start plowing in good earnest; the 
rain improved the roads greatly; wal-

Cap- 
istrano: The rainfall of the late storm 
amounted to 1.84 inches and was a - 
blessing for farmers; plows are going 
everywhere for barley, wheat and oats; 
grass is sprouting everywhere and the 
hills are jooking green; highest temper- 
ature 70 deg., lowest 56 deg. 

San Diego county—San Diego city: 
The rain of the 27th began in the early 
morning and continued at intervals tiil 


r the evening; at 7:19 the rain fell at the 


rate of two inches an hour; there were 
many breaks of sunshine during the 
showers which characterized the storm; 
no damage was done, as warnings of 
the approaching storm were sent out 
from the Weather Office; this storm 
was unusual for this season of the year 
at this station. the rain comparing 
with this month in 1883 and 1889, when 
over two inches fell; seeding has com- 
menced in many parts of the county. 
Escondido: The first rain of the seagon 
came on the 22d of October, and on the 
2ith a heavy rain fell. Valley Center: 
On October 27 2.98 inches of rain fell, 
followed on the 28th by perfectly clear, 
warm and sunshiny weather and stil 
a'r; the weather was cool the night of 
the 28th of October, but no frost formed 
The ground is in excellent condition for 
plowing. and many will improve the 
opportunity. La Costa: The rainfall 
last Tuesday was fully three-fourths of 
an inch, and it wet down the soil suffi- 
ciently for plowfng: the rain was un- 
usually heavy for. the season; there 
were no high -~winds, but the weather 
was quite cool and extremely fine and 
pleasant; hauling is much improved; 
plowing has commenced and will be 
general by next week, ) 


Handling Lemons. 


(California Cultivator:) Ordinarily 
lemons allowed to remain on the 
trees after a certain point deteriorate 
with more or less rapidity according 
to soil, location, season of the year 
and condition of the trees, says W. 
R. Gunnis, Horticultural Commis- 
sioner, San Diego county, in the San 
Diego Sun. This point must in a 
measure, be determined by the judg- 
ment and observation of the grower. 
No ironclad rule can be laid down. 

I have. contended for several years 
that “curing” in California was being 
sadly overdone, to the great‘detriment 
of our reputation as growers of lemons, 
and creating an impression in.the east- 
ern market that our lemons were in- 
ferior in every way to the foreign 
product, which it would take a long 
time to overcome. 

Reports from the various lemon pro- 
ducing sections of Italy most emphati- 
cally state that there is no artificial 
or secret process in force, or known, 
there for “curing” the fruit. In most 
instances it is packed for shipment 
within a very few days after being 
taken from the trees, Fruit held over 
is always in the ordinary boxes, 
wrapped. Generally, if -kept some 
length of time, lemons are sorted over, 
any that may. be decayed thrown out 
and the-_balance repacked for shipment. 

I believe practically ail our failures. 
in this business have been brought 
about “by the grower or packer com- 
mencing in the wrong place. He has 
endeavored by some complicated pro-. 
cess to preserve lemons which nothe- 
ing on earth would keep from rotting 
en his hands in a very short. time, 
neglecting the early details, which are 
absolutely essential. 

In the first place, keep your trees 
growing and healthy, and prune them 
so that all the fruit they produce will 
be just the right: size for picking when 
full grown. Then pick when it has 
turned a light lemon color. 

Picking and handling should be done 
with the greatest care imaginable. 
This is the most vital point of the 
whole questfon, and, I am sorry to 
say, apparently less understood by the 
majority, of our growers than any 
other. Lemons should be picked pref- 
erably into baskets and never poured 
from one receptacle to another. A 
lemon dropped on the ground ought 
never be placed among those to be 
shipped any distance. 

The fruit should be left under the 
trees if possible, or at any rate in the 
open air, theugh perfectly shaded, for 
at least forty-eight hours to season, 
ana@ must never be hauled on a 
wagon without springs. 

When the fruit ts picked at full ma- 
turity in size and to some extent col- 
ored it will not shrink in storage or 
transit as an immature lemon aiwavs 
will. But when it has become “ripe” 
the fruit juice grows less, the percent- 
age of citric acid decreases and of 
sugar increases, the pulp dries away 
from the center, leaving a hollow space 
and the rind is apt to become pithy 
and bitter. 

The “seasoning” in the open air is 
highly important. and if there fs any 
process which helps to preserve. the 
fruit, that is, put it into a condition 
to last, it is this. and not “curine.” 
The longer it cures the shorter time 
will it stand up for the dealer. By 
open air I mean where there is perfect” 
circulation: if. mot under the trees, it 
may be*‘under a shed, but of course 
the fruit must he protected from sun 
or rain from the very moment ft is 
taken from the tree. If left under the 
trees, haul to packing or store house 
early in the morning when cool, not 
in the evenine. 

If these details are adhered to and 
our storage houses properly ventilated 
we will have no mold, nor the brown 
funeus which eats into the rind and 
spreads all over the lemon.
